NELSON CENTER SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Edith H. Osgood. 
We consider ourselves very fortunate to secure one who 
showed such marked abilitv as a teacher, also that we 
were able to retain her services for the whole school year. 

During the 1st term there was enrolled 20 scholars 
with an average attendance 17.46. 

During the 2nd term there was enrolled 15 scholars 
with an average attendance of 13.15. 


MUNSONVILLE SCHOOL. 


District No. 2 school was taught by Mrs. Maude A. 
Page. She being a teacher of much and successful ex- 
perience the school made good progress under her direc- 
tion and we were able to secure her services for the full year.
